7,000 RETURN TO 
CLASSROOMS IN 
COUNTYSCHOOLS 


W ith all schools in the county, ex­ 
cept those in the borough of Bigler­ 
ville, in .session today, nearly 7.000 
school children were back at their 
studies. 
Of th at 
number 
about 
1,500 are enrolled in the nine high 
schools of the county. 
Last year 
the county high school enrollm ent 
was 1.395 on the 
opening 
day of 
school. 
Figures announced by Superin­ 
tendent Lloyd C. Keefauver and G. 
W. Lefever, high school principal 
here, revealed th at 1,483 pupils a t­ 
tended classes in the Gettysburg 
public schools today with 513 of 
them reporting at the high school. 
T here were 146 freshmen, 142 soph­ 
omores, 133 Juniors, 89 .seniors and 
three post-graduate students. 
'The 
high school enrollm ent will reach 
620 or 525, Professor Lefever stated. 
Last year on the opening day of 
school there were 1.258 pupils en- ! 
rolled. 
At the high school an assembly 
period was conducted when Miss 
Dorothy Brindle led group singing. 
Professor Lefever listed school regu­ 
lations and routine, schedules were 
distributed and all classes m et in- I 
eluding the new agriculture group 
under Elmer Shriver. 
There are 
about 36 pupils in the class. 
High school enrollm ent in high 
schools outside of Gettysburg, m ak­ 
ing use of approximate figures for 
the Biglerville high school, are n ear­ 
ly IOO above those for the first day 
of school last year when there were 
883 students. 
This year’s total is 
970.

Naval and heavy artillery guns 
roared in the Yangtzepoo, Chapel, 
Kiangwan and North Station dis­ 
tricts. laying down blankets of shell 
fire in advance of tremendous Jap 
anese sunset attacks on the Chi 
nese front lines. 
Fires spread 
across the whole 
area. Tile Commercial press build­ 
ing, rebuilt after the 
1932 
Sino- 
Ja pal lese hostilities, was reduced to 
ashes again after it was struck by 
three Japanese bombs. 
W ith the peril to American and 
other 
foreign 
residents 
drawing 
steadily closer from the fighting 
ringing 
the 
international 
settle­ 
ment, the American 
Cham ber oi 
Commerce of Shanghai protested 
against President Roosevelt’s w arn­ 
ing th at United States citizens re­ 
m ain in China at their own risk. 
The note, addressed to Secretary 
of State Cordell 
Hull, expressed 
“resentm ent” 
of 
American

sionaries and business men 
and 
urged greater protection of them 
and their interests.
